Yesterday's debate in the 
Legislative Council on the secand 
reading of the Mui Tsai Bil! 
proved to bea lengthy and, at 
times, rather a heated one. Wo 
have not the space available to 
give all the apeeches. . 

‘The debate was opened by the 
Hon, Mr. H. E. Poltock, who in 
the course of a long speech, 
explained certain objections to 
parts of the Bill and asked 
for amendments, A resume of 
this speech we gave yesterday.

These arguments were not allow 
ed to stand in the way of the 
abolition of the system of slavery 
in the British Colonies and I fear 
that is-is impossible to allow argu.

No Compromise. 

The main point of the Bill 
that the system of eping mews 
teas must be abolis On that 
point, I have defntre instructions 
from the Secretary of State who 
tepresects the British Government 
and the British people. There can 
be Ro compromise on tha point; 
the system must be abolished, 
and if ‘the system is to be 
abolished 1 can see no reason 
why you should ‘not say so. 
For that reason I think it is 
necessary—in fact essential—to 
keep clause 4 in the Bill, but I am 
quite prepared to accept any 
alternative form of words which 
will convey the same impression. 
Bat there can,be no compromise 
on this point: that hereafter no 
person can be allowed to ‘have 2 
mui-tsatin his employment | in 
British territory. 

The matter of registration Is, to 
my mind, not ‘ef the first import- 
ance. The Secretary of State has 
expressed his readiness to listen 
to any arguments against the im- 
position of registration in these 
matters and will, no doubt, weigh 
very carefully what has been said 
by the hon, senior Chinese mem- 
ber in deciding what instructions 
he shall give with regard to bring. 
‘ng into force what may de called 
she reserved portion of the Bill,— 
that is the part of the Bill that is.

With regard t> the other miner 
amendmants of the hon. member, 
Mr. Pollock, I think many of them 
mas, with advantage, be adopted, 
and [ should like to say now that 
Tam much obliged to the hen.

THE “ MULTSAL” DEBATE. 


There was a very full and 
frank discussion of the mui-tsai 
system at yesterday's meeting of 
the Legislative Council, the 
Principal point in which was His 
Exeellency’s declaration that 
there could be no compromise on 
th> asin point, namely, the 
adolition of the system. Weare 
extremely glad that such a 
definite and unambiguous pro- 
nouncement. was made, becsuse 
the question is ong, fo our way of 
thinking, which permits of the 
uso of no balfmeasures. It 
cught rot to be thickered with 
on mere “ face-saving” lines. As 
we have said before, if the sys- 
tem is nos actual slavery itis so 
closely slied t> it, and opecs the 
door to such grave abuses, that it 
can have norightful place under 
the British flag. 

There are two main arguments 
used by opponents of the Bill, the 
majority 6f whom, let it be noted, 
are the wealthier class of Chinese. 
The first is that many of the mui- 
tsai are bester off in domestic 
servitude thao they normally 
would be in their own hones 
That is the old, stock argument 
which was used at the time 
America took up the task of 
abolishing slavery. Its weak- 
ness is obvious... By the same 
procees of reasoning, most of the 
poorer class Coinese in Hongkong 
should be in gaol, because they 
would certainly get batter treated 
there, in the way of food and. 
accommodation, thao in their 


own ramshackle homes. The real 


point, of course, is that the free- 
dom and liberty of the subject 
ara at stake. The other argu- 
ment is that Hongkong can do 
nothing until China abolishes the 
system. That ig an equally 
failfcious and absard stand- 
point, and we welcome His 
Excellency’s pointed remark that 
‘our concern is with the 600,000 
inhabitants of Hongkong, and not 
the’ 400,000,000 people of China. 
The question, as His Excellency 
said, must be decided in accord- 
ance with British law, based on 
sentiments of British“ morality. 
It is no part of Hongkong’s 
business to await a lead by 
China on this or on any other 
question. It must just as well 
be argued that this Colony should 
not bother about, say, modern 
sanitation until Centon shows 
the way. It is one of the 


privileges of Hongkong, and part

set an example of sound, well- 
ordered government to China. 

. The attitude of the British Ua- 
official ‘membera of the Council 
on this subject puzsles us. They 
blow hot and cold almost in the 
same breath. Btarting off with 
an apology for the system which 
they say “viewed as a whole, 
hes not worked badly,” they 
demand the strengthening of the 
proposed’ law and completely 
approve of the abolition of the 
system: and the provisions Tor 
good treatment of existing mui- 
tsai, But what is more striking 
stil is Mr.-Potlock’s statement 
that the British Unofficials con- 
cor in the views of the senior 
Chinese Unofficial membar, who 
openly dectared that the making 
of the employment of mui-tsai 
iHegal would be impracticable. 
Surely the two viewpoints are at 
absolute variance. 


Protecting Tenants. 


We'are sure that the news of 
the Government's intention to 
have the Rents _Restriction 
Ordinsoce renewed for a further 
period of one year has brought 
peace of mind to a considerable 
section of Hongkong residents, 
wha, as tenants, would be at the 
mercy of their landlords were the 
Ordinance tobe repealed [before 
the extension of our residential 
quarters meets the needs of the 
There is not only 
need for many more horses and 
flats, but also much cheaper ones; 
however, that is a matter for con- 
sideration by the Legisla- 
tive Council. The considerable 
shortage of dwelling houses 
bas been noted by His 
Excellency the Governor, and 
probably some form of official 
action. will be evolved to cope 
with this situation. The restrict- 
ed areas suitable for building on 
in the Colony do not allow of tho 
construction of temporary houses 
in large numbers‘in order to tide 
ovor the sHortaze, so that there 
is no alternative but to continue 
the protective law forths present. 
Is is gratifying to note that in 
Sir Edward ‘Stubbs we havea 
Governor who repeatedly exhibits 
his coacern for the general wel- 
fare of the people of this Colony, 


even when, as in this case, it is{’ 


chiefly the poorer-classes whose 
cause he is championing. 


The Piracy Report. 


There are several points in the 
report of the “Sui An” Piracy 
Commission. that deserve ex. 
amination snd comment. * The 
principal conclesion appears to 
have been that the owners are in 
no way to blame for the failure to 
carry out the piracy regulstions. 
There follows reference to Capt. 
Birss having made arrangements 
of his own, which the Commission 
consider were abortive, aud the 
captain is held to have been 
negligent in omitting to provide 
for tha proper defenca of the sbip 
in-accordance with the Regula- 
tions. But, provided these samo’ 
Regulations can be shown tohave 
been imprecticable and ineffac- 
tive, it eppears reasonable to sug- 
gest that Capt. Birss committed 
no serious bresch in failing to 
observe them strictly. We gather 
that the Commission are agreed 
that the Reguletions were in some 
respects a dead Jetter, and we 
repeat in this connection the con- 
clusion arrived at with regard to 
“cargo and passengers’ baggage, 
ete, "namely thattherespoasibility 
for these rules not being observed, 
“bas been open, and deliberate 
and bas been jn no measure an 
evasion,” that ’ the responsibility 
bere must be shared alike by the 
owners of the ship, by the Master, 
by the Captain Superintendent of 
Police and by the Harbour 
Master,” while “as will sppear 
later iu this report we are un- 
animously of opinion that these 
provisions are impracticable and 
ineffective.” Presuming thateven 
® portion of the Piracy Regula- 
tions deserve such criticism, it 
appears that they were im- 
properly drawn up and require 
thorough revision. ‘ 


The Lesson. . : 
Té it has done nothing else, the 
“Sui An” piracy seems to have 
drawn attention to the need for 
2 re-modelling. of the official pro- 
visions against piracy. Later in 
the report, in fact, we-find: that 
the Commission consider the 
existing Regulations as “ experi- 
mental in character,” and '‘ think 
that it may ‘be found moré cor 
venient to repeal the present 
Regulations and substitute others 
than touse them es a basis for 
amendment.” One of the Com- 
mission's findings that we do not!
